Upon reviewing the FT'C’s proposed rule regarding consumer disclosure of privately insured
credit unions, please note that the Post Office Credit Union of Maryland, Inc. supports the
agency’s approach to determining what constitutes “conspicuous disclosure.”

“conspicuous” but to evaluate it based on basic factors such as its prominence, presentation,
placement and proximity to our qualifying statement. We believe privately insured credit
unions can work within these parameters to effectively communicate the statute’s required
disclosures with its members.
